Because primarily of its exception- 
al value as a pasture crop as well as a hay crop. It is through the 
courtesty of this gentleman that a copy of the Bulletin referred to 
later has reached this office. Portions of this bulletin will be used 
in connection with Mr. Buckle’s splendid letter which touches the 
high spots and should make a strong appeal to all men residing 
within the territory to which this crop is adapted. Mr. Buckle is 
thoroughly conversant with the handling of Lespedeza and will be 
pleased to communicate with any person interested. His good let- 
follows: 

- The Bulletin, No. 128, is so well written that there is little left 
for me to say, because the whole 
field is pretty well covered. In this 
latitude the plant is frequently called 
“the Poor Man’s Friend,” and this it 
certainly is, on account of the simple 
means required to plant it, and the 
extraordinary renovating power it 
has to poor, wornout land. I have 
seen land that has been akused and 
hammered for fifty years, cropped 
every year, with never a pound of 
fertilizer or stable manure and not 
producing enough corn to pay for the 
plowing. We have sown down this 
same land to lespedeza and in three 
years make forty to sixty bushels of 
corn per acre. 

Lespedeza is peculiarly adapted 
to West Tennessee and probably in 
South and North Carolina; but I no- 
ticed in Virginia, where it is spread- 
ing very fast, that it does not grow 
much over three inches high. I mention this so as not to lead as- 
tray people of more Northern latitudes. 

Lespedeza is our main dependence for pasture and hay, and 
catile will get rolling fat in it by June Ist. - 

For seeding to pastures and worn out land, we sow one-half to 
three-quarters of a bushel per acre, on top of the ground in Feb- 
ruary or March and the action of the frost and rain put it in the 
ground deep enough to germinate, which it does with a tempera- 
ture around 60 degrees. When cutting for hay, great care must be 


used, not to cut kefore sufficient of the seed are ripe, because the 


plant is an annual and if cut too early, the next year’s crop is lost. 
In dry, hot weather we rake in wind-rows as soon as it begins to 
wilt, and it will cure perfectly in this ccndition and retain its color 
and leaves. Weather conditions regulate this, as with all other hay. 

The analysis shows it’s feeding value to be very little behind 
that of alfalfa. 

Lespedeza smothers out crab grass the second year, but the 
fourth year broom-sedge begins to take it, in this latitude and the 
field should now have enough humus and nitrogen in the soil to 
produce a large crop of anything you want to plant. 

Lespedeza seed is a great winter feed for quail, and they are 
usually found around where a patch of this plant exists. 

We sow one bushel of seed per acre, when required for hay the

same year. A bushel of seed weighs 
25 pounds. The price per tushel 
varies anywhere from $3.00 to 
‘ $6.00, according to the year. 

Bulletin No. 123 issued by the University of Tennessee Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station at Knoxville, was prepared by S. H. 
Essary, and is available for the asking. It trea‘s in detail upon 
this subject. In order the reader may gain additional incentive to 
investigate this highly recommended forage crop a general sum- 
mary appearing in the beginning of this Bulletin is here present- 
ed, i set forth in the following series of brief, direct state- 
ments: 

Lespedeza (Lespedeza striata), or Japan clover, was introduced 
into the Southern States from eastern Asia some time before the 
Civil War. Its present range is from New Jersey west to Kansas 
and south to the Gulf. It reaches its greatest importance in the 
southern part of the Mississippi Valley. Over the rest of its range 
it is valuable chiefly for pasture and soil improvement. It grows 
in all parts of Tennessee, but ranks 
in importance with other legumes 
only in the western part of the State. 

Lespedeza ranks well with alfal- 
fa and the clovers as a va'uable for- 
age plant, and is superior to them 
in many situations, especially as a 
renovator of worn lands. 

Lespedeza is an annual, coming 
from seed each year, but under prac- 
tically all conditions where it giows 
it reseeds itself. Common varieties 
have a spreading habit when the 
plan‘s are scattered, but in thick 
stands grow erect. Flowers are pro- 
duced from the middle of summer 
till frost, and ripen an abundance of 
seed. 

Lespedeza is often confused with 
hop clover, but is readily distinguish- 
ed from hop clover by the time of 
development, color and form of flow- 
ers, and shape and arrangement of leaves. Many native species of 
Lespedeza are found in Tennessee. They are all perennial, and 
none of them resemble Japan clover enough to be mistaken for it. 
They are of little agricultural value. 

Lespedeza should be seeded early in the spring, on a well-pre- 
pared seed-bed, and covered lightly. It may be seeded in grain or 
grass crops, but should be sown in the spring following the seed- 
ing of the other crops. A bushel of seed to the acre should be sown 
when lespedeza alone is grown, but with other crops a smaller quan- 
tity is required. 

When harvested for hay, lespedeza should be cut before the 
leaves drop or the stems become hard. When harvested for seed, 
the cutting should be deferred till the end of the growing season, 
usually about the time of frost. The hay in either case should be 
handled carefully, as the leaves and seed shatter off easily. Cur- 
ing is commonly done in shocks, and it is a good practice to cover 
the shocks with hay caps made of cotton sheeting. 

Lespedeza seed may be threshed from the hay with a grain 
thresher or collected in a seed pan attached to the cutter bar of the 
mowing machine. 

The seed of lespedeza germinate well when fresh. About 50 
per cent of two-year-old seed germinate. Seed three years old or 
more should not be planted. Lespedeza is (Continued on page 15

Let us just say here by way of correction that Leroy was pur- 
chased from Wm. Wilson of Muncie, Indiana, and not from B. 
RB. Johnson as stated in our third article. Leroy was a bull of 
wonderful thickness and won prominently wherever shown. 

Suecess had followed success and with his untiring energy 
Mr. McGregor looked around for other worlds to conquer and 
commenced to fit a herd for the Chicago International. He ar- 
rived there with a distinguished lot of cattle for the show of 
1920 and from the moment of his arrival it was certain that 
his cattle would be a factor in the show. The writer can speak 
from personal knowledge of this exhibit as he was present as a 
member of the first judging team that was ever sent to the 
Chicago International by the Manitoba Agricultural College. 
In the aged bull class Leroy had to meet Otto Battles’ great 
bull Oakville Quiet Lad and he took second to him after a most 
determined struggle. A second to such a bull was certainly a 
most creditable win. In the aged cow class Violet appeared to 
be unlucky. While the late W. A. McHenry had a wonderful 
cow in Barbara McHenry 24th many thought that Violet would 
eventually land at the top, but she did not manage it and she 
was also compelled to take second to the McHenry cow. In 
the yearling heifer class there was not one good enough to stop 
Edith Erica and she captured the blue for McGregor with ease. 
In many of the other classes the Glencarnock entries stood high 
and the show was concluded with a most cieditable success on 
the part of the entire exhibit. In the year following the herd 
was campaigned through Canada from the Rocky Mountains to 
Toronto and many distinguished wins were recorded. Notable 
among these the championship in a fat class at the Regina exhibi- 
tion won by Glencarnock Rubicon the dam of Ensign of Glencarnock 
the Hartley Stock Farms’ great sire of recent years. _He was the 
sie of Ensign’s Eline of Page, graad champion at Chicago and of 
Blackeap Bessie of Page the first prize cow at Chicago the same 
year. The cow Glencarnock Rubicon is worthy of special mention 
because of the fact that it is through her dam that the entire strain 
of “McGregor Mignonnes” has been built up. 

Glencarnock’s Great Triumph. 

The late months of 1911 saw another importation being put to- 
gether in Scotland for McGregor. These cattle arrived in the sum- 
mer of 1912 and some of them were fitted for the Chicago Interna- 
tional that fall. When the herd was being fitted this year Mr. Mc- 
Gregor decided to enter the field where we find the most difficult 
and determined competition—-the fat steer classes. He had secured 
from Mr. William Porterfield, of Brandon, Manitoba, the good steer 
Glencarnock Victor and at Glencarnock the steer was prepared for 
the great struggle before him. He arrived at Chicago as an entry 
in the class for two-year-old grade and cross bred steers and when 
a few days later a wire from Chicago announced his victory in the 
championship classes there was much enthusiasm in this country. 
It was the second time that the steer grand championship at the 
Chicago International Show had been captured by a Canadian steer 
and the first time that it had ever been captured by a steer that 
had been bred and fed in the western provinces. As the competition

in the breeding classes progressed it very soon became apparent 
that the Glencarnock herd would win many other important prizes. 
Breeders of both the United States and Canada remember that com- 
petition so clearly that the reciting of the facts will be of more than 
passing interest only to newer breeders. Leroy 3rd of Meadow- 
brook defeated the McHenry bull Erwin C and later went to the 
grand championship. Expert of Dalmeny was second prize two- 
year-old bull for McGregor. Violet 3rd of Congash topped the 
cow class and the senior female championship and her stable mate 
Queen Rosie of Cullen won the two-year-old heifer class. Violet 
was defeated for the grand championship by the junior champion 
Queen Mother Johnson 8th, shown by Wilson Bros., and a daugh- 
ter of Leroy, the grand champion bull. Later the McGregor herd 
won first place in the herd competition and when the show was 
over McGregor had the pleasure of having won more prizes at 
one show than almost any other exhibitor for some time. 

With such a success before him one would have thought 
that he would have been content to rest upon his laurels, but not 
so. He had then in his own stables Glencarnock Victor 2nd, a 
home-bred steer sired by Golden Gleam and out of a grade cow by 
Vala’s Rosegay. He was a wonderful calf and was immediately 
prepared for the show at the next International. The writer vis- 
ited the farm and inspected Glencarnock Victor 2nd just the day 
before he was loaded for Chicago and as I look back now I would 
say that he certainly looked good enough to give a man great 
hopes. Here again I may say that breeders will readily remember 
how Glencainock Victor 2nd returned to Chicago in the fall of 
1913 and went to the grand championship in the steer classes 
with Mr. J. J. Cridlan judging. This steer had been fed by 
Harry Bowman a nephew of James Bowman of Guelph and a 


son of W. R. Bowman who was managing one of the McGreg- 
or farms. Harry was rather young and many thought that 
he might not carry the steer along as he should be carried, 
but Mr. McGregor tells me that he took the stand that the 
steer must win or lose in the boy’s hands. The result was that 
Hairy went South with the steer and secured the herdsman’s 
medal for having fitted the grand championship. Mr. Mc- 
Gregor states that the feeding of this steer by young Bowman 
was one of the main causes of developing his interest in the 
boys and girls fat calf competition at the Brandon fair and 
— was the leader on the American continent in calf club 
work, 

When the purple ribbon was tied on the Glencarnock steer 
the writer had the pleasure of being within ten feet of the 
judge and he therefore has personal knowledge of the inci- 
dents in connection with this show. In that year Prof. W. H. 
Peters (then of the Manitoba Agricultural College, but now 
chief of the animal husbandry division at Minnesota) had a 
team of students there from Manitoba and when the award 
was made the students took the opportunity of making them- 
selves heard to some purpose. Probably the little stir that 
they created in the arena went almost unnoticed in that crowd, 
but in any case they drew the attention of a few people to 
Manitoba’s second grand champion in succession. Never be- 
fore had a breeder won the premier honor of that great show 
twice in succession and we may add that never since has it 
been won on two successive occasions (Continued on page 17

WHAT THE MAIL MAN BRINGS

Little does this man who makes his regular daily journeys re- 
alize what is concealed in the white envelopes dropped off on the 
editor’s desk every morning. Here is a fair sample, and reflects 
what? Letter No. 1 tells a story not at all unfamiliar. For it says 
the writer has despaired of being able to sell his bull crop and so 
has sent the entire lot to the steer bunks, later to make market top- 
pers at Chicago or elsewhere. What a shame. His bulls were 
strictly first class and should have gone out for the purpose of per- 
petuating the good points of the breed. He has set about producing 
another crop for next year. Let us hope that better results may 
obtain. Letter No. 2, is decidedly the reverse. It reads in part: 
“We are getting a strong demand for bulls, the best we have ever 
had in the history of the farm. Everything points to improved con- 
ditions for the pure bred beef cattle breeder.” Fortunately a ma- 
jority of the letters coming to the desk at this time run along about 
the same as Letter No. 2, indicating clearly that these better times 
perhaps have not reached No. 1 as yet. 

Nevertheless the general trend is upward. The demand for 
good bulls is increasing and they are finding new homes in places 
where never before has a black skin been seen. The Journal hopes 
that the day is not far distant when this new prosperity will reach 
out to include every man engaged in the business—and it sure 
enough will. During the last week the writer discovered two par- 


ties in Dakota who have always grown other sorts of beef cattle 
who were decidedly interested in owning a few Aberdeen-Angus 
and it is safe to say that their desires will be gratified during the 
next few months.

EVEN THE BANKERS 
ARE AWAKENING. 

President W. C. Gordon of the State Bank Division, New York, 
declares in a communication to the thirteen thousand members of 
his division that a new era lies ahead for agriculture because it now 
commands the best economic thought of the business world direct- 
ed on its prime requirements of better distribution and marketing. 
The farmer today finds himself far removed from his consumer- 
customer by a long line of intermediate agencies, which often leave 
him in a position of disadvantage as an individual producer. It is, 
therefore, not strange that he should seek to apply to agriculture 
those principles of production and distribution found necessary in 
industry. His rightful ambition is to make, where feasible, a gen- 
eral application of successful business experience to the marketing 
of agricultural products.

Something New. 

The “Minnesota Carload Baby Beef Con- 
test,” the first of its kind in this country, 
has just been launched by the agricultural 
extension service of the State University for 
the primary purpose of improving the qual- 
ity and finish of beef cattle produced on 
Minnesota farms. 

Any farmer in Minnesota can enter the 
contest. Fifteen baby beeves, bred and fed 
by the contestant, will constitute a carload. 
The contest is to close when the average age 
of the 15 calves selected for the carload is 
450 days or 15 months. Farmers entering 
the contest need to do but two things in ad- 
dition to what they have always done and 
will continue to do. The first is to ear mark 
and enter each calf separately; the second 
to weigh up the carload at the close of the 
contest. The calves selected for the carload 
do not have to be fed or cared for separately 
but can run with and be fed with the rest 
of the calves on any farm. 

Packers, commission men, and the stock 
yards company at South St. Paul, and also 


‘the Minnesota Live Stock Breeders’ Asso- 


ciation are co-operating with the agricul- 
tural extension service of the University in 
offering premiums for the heaviest carloads.

To bring beef producers of the state into 
closer contact with county agents, agricul- 
tural extension workers and the experiment 
station staff. 

_To determine the best type of baby beef 
sire. 

To offer a new project to advanced boy 
and girl club members—a project in which 
they can put their experience to the actual 
test by producing commercial baby beeves. 

In addition it is expected valuable infor- 
mation can be obtained on many questions 
concerning the feeding and management of 
calves and baby beeves and the comparative 
value of various forages and grain. 

The Minnesota carload baby beef contest 
committee will enforce the rules and award 
the prize money, a total of $500 having been 
raised among live stock interests. This com- 
mittee is composed of H. O. Tellier of the 
Minnesota Live Stock Breeders’ association, 
L. W. Kube of the Union Stock Yards, South 
St. Paul, and A. A. Dowell of University 
Farm, St. Paul. Cash prizes will be paid for 
the 14 heaviest carloads, ranging down from 
$150 for the carload weighing out the most, 
$100 for the second heaviest, $75 for the 
third heaviest, $50 for the fourth, $25 for 
the fifth, $15 each for the sixth and seventh, 
and $10 each for the eighth, ninth, tenth, 
eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, and fourteenth.

ed wherever found growing in Ten- 
nessee, and no artificial inoculation is re- 
aired. It gathers a considerable amount of 
ritrogen from the air. 
The addition of lime to the soil has a bene- 
ficial effect upon the yield of lespedeza hay. 
This effect was found to last at least three 


veeepedesa is a good pasture plant, wheth- 
er grown alone or in combination with 
grasses. The best results are obtained when 
it is in combination with crops that make a 
good early spring growth. ; 

Lespedeza compares very favorably with 
other legumes in yield of hay. The yield de- 

nds upon the season, the stand, and the 
fertility of the soil. Two tons to the acre are 
about an average yield on good soil, but four 
tons is not an unusual yield. The seed yields 
vary as much as the hay yields, and run 
from four or five to twenty bushels per acre. 

Crabgrass is the most common weed in 
lespedeza fields, but other weeds are often 
present. It is necessary to mow the fields 
once or twice during the summer to remove 
the weeds, after which the lespedeza will 
control them. Dodder is frequently a source 
of serious trouble. There are few insect or 
parasitic enemies of lespedeza. — ; 

Common lespedeza is not a single variety, 
but a mixture of slightly differing varieties, 
which can be separated into early or late, 
small or large varieties. 

The Tennessee Station has selected and 
propagated three new varieties, which seem 
to be superior to the mixture usually grown. 
One of these is well adapted for hay, one for 
pasture, and one for growing in sections of

Lespedeza will not take the place of al- 
falfa and the clovers, but will supplement 
them, in that it will grow on any kind of 
soil and is easily ‘and cheaply grown and 
handled. It also comes into a field natural- 
ly, which the others do not, and makes good 
pasture and hay, about equal in value to 
those of the other legumes mentioned. 

It is altogether likely that the Journal will 
treat with other phases of this crop later.

by any breeder. Mr. McGregor brought to 
Manitoba a distinct honor and saved the day 
for the Aberdeen-Angus breed when Glen- 
carnock Victor 2nd was declared champion. 


The War Intervenes, 

During the next four years the writer was 
out of touch with much of the activity in the 
live stock world and the little that did find 
its way through to him in France was then 
of only slight interest as there were more 
important things in hand. However 1eco1ds 
are available and I find that one of the best 
steers ever raised was Wee Mcuregor the 
grand champion at Guelph in 1915. The out- 
break of foot and mouth disease prevented 
an appearance at the two shows foliowing 
the victory of 1913, as those shows were can- 
celled, but the herd 1etuined to Chicago in 
1916 and made a creditable showing. 

Re.urn to Canada in 1919 after the con- 
clusion of hostilities in Europe I quickly es- 
tablished a closer relationship with Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle than I had ever before 
enjoyed. In February 1920 I was appointed 
Secretary and Fieldman for the Aberdeen- 
Angus Association in Canada and I held 
that position until Maich 15, 1924. It will 
be seen then that my opportunities to gather 
accurate information were excellent during 
the four years immediately after the war. 

Most of the old leaders had passed on and 
new animals had taken their place in the 
show yard. The leading bull at this time 
was Blackcap McGregor, a champion son of 
Edward of Glencarnock and a grandson of 
the old champion Leroy 8rd of Meadow- 
brook. He was wonderful as a two-year-old 
being the champion bull that year and he 
carried right along and won championships 
again in 1920 shortly before he died. As a 
sire he was also outstanding, but we will 
have more to say about that later. 

In June 1921 Mr. McGregor went down to 
the Escher & Ryan sale and came back with 
Blackcap Revolution the outstanding animal 
of the sale. A very few days after he reach- 
ed Brandon, Blackcap was put on the show 
circuit and he was champion at Calgary, Ed- 
monton, Saskatoon, Brandon and Regina. 
The writer had the pleasure of placing him 
in that position at the Edmonton show and 
of following him at the other shows where 
his success was phenomenal. In the follow- 
ing year Revolution made part of the circuit 
again, but he was mainly engaged in the 
breeding herd where there was a very large 
number of most excellent females. In the 
following year 1923 he was prepared for 
Chicago and his success there in winning the 
grand championship is so recent that the 
facts concerning it need little if any exploi- 
tation. His sale to H. O. Harrison of San 


Francisco, California, for $15,000 is the 


most sensational sale of the times, but the 
large number of outstanding calves that he 
left in the Glencarnock herd has justified 
the purchase made by Mr. Harrison. Those 
calves have this year been winning many 
prizes for Harrison and Hartley Stock 
Farms, and in Canada they have carried all 
before them for James D. McGregor. A rec- 
itation of the winnings would not ke possible 
but a perusal of the columns of the Journal 
or other current Agricultural publications 
will give the necessary detail. 

Thus in a hurried way we have covered 
a great deal of the important detail in con- 
nection with the show yard winnings of the 
Glencarnock herd. As we proceed we may 
time and again return to mention further 
detail, but at this time it is mainly impor- 
tant that we connect up the events that fol- 
lowed the purchase of some good cattle in 
Scotland and the good bulls in the States.

International Live Stock 
Exposition 


A new contest open to country groups of 
steer calves produced by using puie bred 
beef bulls on grade milk cows will be in- 
augurated at the 1925 International Live 
Stock Exposition which will be held at the 
Chicago Union Stock Yards, November 28 to 
December 5. The purpose of the ccn'est is 
to improve the quality of the market cattle 
bred on the general farms of this country. 

To this end new classes will be provided 
in the carlot’ division of the International 
Live Stock Exposition with the idea of en- 
couraging the use of beef kulls on grade 
cows of dairy breeds and grade cows of oth- 
er breeding maintained for dairy purposes. 
The new classification is being established 
particularly to encourage competiticn among 
boys and girls, general farmers and dairy- 
men. 

The contest will be open to steer calves 
out of dairy cows which qualify under the 
above description and must be sired by- pure 
bred bulls of the Shorthorn, Hereford, Aber- 


deen-Angus or Galloway breeds. The calves 
must be dropped after October 1st of the 
year preceding the show. 

Competition is open to all states, and 
prizes of $100, $75, $60 and $£0 will be 
awarded to the four best groups of five 
calves each from any one county, eligible un- 
der the above rules and sired by one or more 
pure bred kLulls of the same beef breed. In 
addition to this open class there will also be 
a series of state classes for each state mak- 
ing entries in which prizes of $50, $35, $25 
and $15 will be awarded to the four test 
county groups. Exhibits winnng in the Na- 
tional open class will not be entitled to com- 
pete in the state class. 

Beginning at the 1926 International a sim- 
ilar contest for groups of fifteen calves from 
one county will also be held, in which prizes 
of $250, $200, $1&0 and $1(0 for the open 
class and $100, $70, $50 and $30 for the state 
classes will be offered. No calf can be ex- 
hibited in more than one group or shown in 
both the five and fifteen calf competitions. 

The round trip railroad fare to the Inter- 
national will be paid for the first forty pro- 
ject leaders or county agents exhibiting 
twenty or more calves from one county. 
Trophies valued at $75 and $50 will also be 
awarded to the representatives responsible 
for the exhibits winning the national cham- 
pionships in the fifteen and five-calf groups. 

Awards will be based on the individual 
merits of the calves, with due consideration 
to their value for feeders or for slaughter. 
An auction sale will be held at the close of 
the show in which the entries from one coun- 
ty may be sorted for sale to suit either the 
packer or feeder trade. me
